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THE CAT ELECTRIC LICHT. 
Darkness Banished from the Earth. 


The Cat as an LIlluminator—Professor 
Tyndall's Last Lecture at Kilkenny 
—A Wonderful Discovery. 


[Written for the Reno Gazette. } 

Prof. Tyndall, in his recent Kil- 
kenny address, delivered before the 
Reyal Irish Society for the propaga- 
tion of eats, uttered some daring words 
of prophecy in regard to the future 
supply of artificial light. In the 
back of the familiar cat,” said the em- 
inent lecturer, “I can discern the 
promise and poteney of future light. 
In the curvature of the feline verte- 
brae, I behold a bow of promise of the 
coming illumination. This little ani- 
animal, whose sweetly plaintive cry, 
like the warbling of the nightingale, 
now lends poetry to the night, may 
yet banish darkness from the earth.” 
These bold words from an authority 
so distinguished, occasiened, says the 
Kilkenny Felis, great enthusiasm in 
the learned audience.” The Felis pub- 
fishes a full report of the address, 
with an account of the interesting ex- 
periments which accompanied its dg- 
livery. The limits of this article will 
allow merely a synopsis of the ad- 
dress and a bricf description of some 
of the experiments. The Professor 
began by reading from the London 
Punch, in confirmation of his own con- 
clusions, a telegram from Edison, an- 
nouncing, as the result of the great in- 
ventor's experiments iu electric light- 
ning, that the 
WHOLE THING U IN THE CATS BACK 
and a stick of sealing wax. This bold 
statement of Edison's contained the 
germ of the truch that the lecturer 
was to attempt to elucidate. At an 
early age he had been struck by the 
luminosity of a black cat which he 
had frictionally electrified in a dark 
room. For many years the flashing 
-eyes of an infuriated cat had been 
associated, in his mind, with electrici- 
ity. Wher 4 boy, he had often succee- 
ded, with the aid of a dog, in drawing 
discharges of the electric fluid from the 
animal's mouth, a phenemenen popu- 
larly known as “spitting fire.” Furth- 
er experiments early impressed him 
with a sense of the wonderful electric- 
al capabilities of the cat. Electricity 
was the soul of the animal, its vital 
spark so difficult to quench. Often 
when that spark seemed extinguished, 
when respiration had ceased and no 
pulse could be distinguished at the 
extremities, electricity was silently 
accumulating beneath the skin of the 
animal, and its vertebrae gradually 
stffening with fresh vitality. In illus- 
tration of of the cat’s tenacity of life, 
the lecturer related a number of won- 
derful anecdotes. The animal’s great 
vitality, he continued, may be classed 
among other electrical phenomena. 
To the eye of science 
THE CAT IS AN ELECTRIVAL MACHINE. 

A cat could never be considered 
dead so long as no lesion had occurred 
in any vital organ. A little electri- 
city to restore the currents ef his be- 
ing and Thomas would be himself 
again: The professor then produced 
a cat that had been recently exhumed 
from the ruins of Mycenae, and which 
had been forwarded to him with the 
complimeats of Dr. Schliemann. The 
animal, as might have been — , 
presented a lifeless appearance when 
taken from a sealed jar and exhibited 
to the audience. A charge from forty 
Leyden jars was then administered 
to the n inanimate body, 
when instantly the animal made 
dash for an open window, and esca 
amid the plaudits of the society. 

The professor proceeded to give 
the history of the various forms of 
the electric light. No efforts to pro- 
duce u perfect and economical light 
by meane of magnetic electricity had 
been entirely successful. The great 
difficulty is to subdivide the light 
without loss of illuminating power. 
Feline electricity would furnish ade- 
— power — presents no such dif- 

ty. Thecatelectric light required 
no * machinery fer its produc- 
tion, employs no wires, but is 
generated locally, where and when 
it is uired. Nothing could be 
simpler its operation. All that 
is a — is a ground glass globe and’ 
a little clock work to keep it in rapid 
revolution. 
A car CONFINED WITHIX THE GLOBE, 


and resting upon a fixed base, would 
become highly electrified by the fric- 
tion of the globe, which would thus be 

The lecturer ex- 
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science,he now had the honer to intro- 
duce to his distinguished audience. 
“This bag,” said the Prefessor, ‘‘con- 
tains a thomnotus. I now cautiously 
withdraw it from the bag, aud you 
notice that the frightened creature has 
imbedded its claws in my left hand. 
I disen my lacerated hand, and 
holding the animal by its caudal ex- 
tremity, I cause its to revelve 
rapidly through the air. Yon will ob- 
serve that at each revolution its head 
comes in close contact with the edge 
ef this table. Having in this manner 


QUIETED "THE ANIMAL'S APPREMENSIONS 


and dissipated its exuberant vitality, 1 
will now endeavor to obtain frem 1 
an electrical discharge. The thom- 
notus, however, disappointed the Pro- 
fesser. Rendered obstinately inert by 


his evolutionary method of concilia- 
tion, the thomnotus persistently re- 
fused to display its wonderful powers. 
The Professer then proceeded to 
demonstrate by dissection its structu- 
ral resemblance to the gymnotus. The 
thomnotus he had discovered running 
wild in the Killkenny mountains. He 
thought it would prove especially use- 
ful in lighthouses where a powerful 
flash light is desired. The Professor 
put a number of cats inte the globes 
fitted to receive them. Some simple 
mechanism connected with the glo 
caused them to rotate rapidly, and the 
auditorium was immediately flooded 
with a soft, greenish light, very grate- 
ful to the eyes. The friction,” said 
the lecturer, seems te give great 
pleasure to the imprisoned quadru- 

The purring sound which they 
make while in the globes may be not 
inaptly likened to 

THE MUSIC OF THE SPHERES. 

It suggests the profound thought that 
light and harmony are closely inter- 
related. Prof. Tyndall said, in clos- 
ing, that for the man of science it is 
sufficient to make discoveries, and that 


he left their application to the man of 
affairs. He had found the thomnotus, 
but he did not pro to domesticate 
and breed him. That work he left to 
enterprising stockmen. He did not 
care to express any opinion that might 
tend to injure vested interests. But 
he thought that whatever changes 
were in store they would come gradu- 
ally. It must be remarked that the 
plumbers would oppose the introduc- 
tion of any form of electric lighting. 
The plumbers are in possession ef the 
field. Electric lighting dispensed 
with plumbiag and therefore the power 
of the plumbers would be exerted on 
the side of gas. As they were the 
richest and most influential body of 
men in the country, Prof. Tyndall 
theught that the progress of the cat- 
electric light would be slew. But he 
“would venture to recommend the 
public not to drown any more kittens.” 
At the conclusion of the Professor's 
address, the President of the Society 
requested that he would do them the 
honor to sign his name in future, 
John Tyndall, M. R. I. S. P. C. 
Prof. Tyndall acknowledged his deep 
sense of the distinction thus conferred 
upon him, and remarked that he would 
be proud to so sign his name — whenever 
he had time. WALSON.
